To the Inhabitants of New Boston, in the County of Hills- 
borough im said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are notified to meet at the town hall in said New 
Boston on Tuesday, the Eleventh day of March next, at 
eight of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 


defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for the same. 


‘(a) To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid 
for the improvement of highways and bridges. 
(b) For the support of schools. 
(c) For repairing roads and bridges. 
(d) For maintenance of the poor. 
(e) For Memorial Day, 
(f{) For all other necessary town charges. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of co-operating with 
the state in the control of White Pine Blister rust provided 
the state will add 25 per cent to the appropriation. 


4. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
building State Aid road the ensuing year. 

5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to build State Aid road on the Amherst road _ be- 
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tween the ends of the State Aid road now built, and to 
raise such funds as may be necessary for such construction, 
such funds to be repaid to the town treasury through the 
yearly joint appropriations of the state and town. 


6. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
snow removal, raise and appropriate money for the same 
or act in relation thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Wason Memorial 
Library. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to be spent by the Fire Wards for pro- 
tection against fire, or pass any vote in relation thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to purchase and install 
a fire alarm, raise and appropriate money for the same or 
pass any vote in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the town will vote to purchase an auto 
or truck chassis on which to mount the chemical engine, 
raise and appropriate money for the same or act in relation 
thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purchase of a fire-proof safe for 
town records, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to paint and repair the 
town house, raise and appropriate money for the same or 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to rebuild or repair the 
entrance to the engine house, repair or rebuild the walk 
from the street to the town house, raise and appropriate 
money for the same or pass any vote relating thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to put in a drain to 
carry water from a point near the house of P. H. Saltmarsh

to a point between the grist mill and coal shed, raise and 
appropriate money for the same or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


15. To see if the town will take any further action re- 
garding the town history, raise and appropriate any money, 
choose committees, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


16. To see if the town will vote to insure its employees 
against accident or pass any vote relating thereto. 


17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to issue long term notes to cover the town debt, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the 
town. 


19. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, officers, or 
committees heretofore chosen or act in relation thereto. 


20. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


There are this year, seven teachers in New Boston 
schools: Of these, four are “new.” Headmaster Nedeau, 
graduated from the State University in 1926, has taught 
three years previous to the present one—attended the sum- 
mer session at Cornell University in July and August, 1929. 
Miss Emeline Loud, Wellesley, 1926, attended summer ses- 
sion at Boston University, 1928, taught one and a half 
years before coming here. Miss Esther Sargent, Bates 
College, 1929, began teaching with the present year here. 
Miss Elva Thurber graduated from Manchester High 
school and Plymouth Normal, 1928, has taught one year 
previous to this. | 

Owing to the small number of pupils that were to attend 
No. 5, as evidenced the opening week, the teaching con- 
tract, which had been made in early summer with Miss 
Stella Tower, was cancelled by mutual agreement, by which 
she was to transport the pupils to the village schools instead 
of teaching. This seemed to be the best arrangement and 
1s being carried out at present. 

It may be a bit of interest to note the number of children 
in the town as shown by the annual fall school census: 


1924 enumerated wie 162 
1925 enumerated Mme ij 
1926 enumerated git 14 
1927 enumerated | 148 
1928 enumerated 133 
1929 enumerated : 134 


These figures note the slight but practically constant de- 
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crease. During these years the loss from 1924 to 1929 is 
28. However, it is more than likely that this trend has 
gone about as far as it will go. With the good roads, open 
winter and summer, combined with the fact that almost 
every family has a car, the tide may tend to come in 
rather than go out. It is not inconceivable that with a 
continued and concerted effort, new families may be 
brought to the town. If some inducements were offered 
some small industries might be interested in locating here. 
The distance between New Boston and New Hampshire’s 
largest city is not measured by miles, but by a few minutes 
drive. If new families, and new industries were to come, 
it would mean not merely an added number of school chil- 
dren, but increased production and values. | 


During the summer the school board arranged to do 
away with the old seats and desks in the high school, and 
put in place a new equipment. Also, blackboards were in- 
stalled in the high school main room and in the two 
elementary rooms as well. A rearrangement of the high 
school room has improved the teaching facilities a great 
deal. | . 

In the past year, the agricultural boys, in addition to class 
room work carried on the projects at home, so that at the 
fall fairs they were able to successfully compete with other 
schools and individuals. Their work in various judging 
contests has given them places of recognition in competition 
with other agricultural high schools of the state. 


Before the spring spraying season opens up, the school 
will. have in working order a “bigger and better” spraying 
outfit ready for use. The funds for this have come 
quite largely from the work of the fellows of the past few 
years. With but little encouragement or help they secured 
and made a sprayer which served to indicate the place and 
use which such a proposition might have in the community. 
With certain funds the former groups left, and other funds 
resulting from the sale of certain equipment 
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supplemented by some help from the school board 
it has been possrble to secure what will be a very fine and 
serviceable outfit. It is hoped this may serve especially in 
quite a satisfactory way, the needs of farmers whose 
amount of spraying does not warrant owning spraying 


equipment. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 


Health supervision, under the direction of Dr. Fraser 
and Miss Walker has included the usual examination— 
weighing and measuring—followed up by directions regard- 
ing remedial work, also home calls for information or sug- 
gestion or dressings. By arrangements made by Miss 
Walker, pupils have access to the Tuberculosis clinic, the 
Skin Clinic, the Toxin-Anti-Toxin Clinic, and to other 
advantages secured through the Manchester District Nurs- 
ing Association, also special provisions has been made in 
Manchester for pupils needing dental work done. The 
form and variety for health service made the Health Super- 
vision a genuinely constructive community project. 

- Some attendance records have been especially fine this 
year. Mrs. Chancey’s school at No. 2, made this show- 
ing—Out of 18 weeks there were 15 weeks of perfect at- 
tendance on the part of every pupil. In the other three 
weeks, there were five tardy marks and five half-day 
absences. Miss Stevens’ school at No. 13, has this to their 
credit. For the first 16 weeks the per cent of attendance 
for the school was 97.7. For the next 12 weeks it was still 
higher, reaching 98.2. These are hard to surpass any- 
where. The village attendance has also been good, and 
especially in the high school, there was marked improve- 
ment over preceding years. bis : 

Of last year’s grade eight graduates, about all arrived in 
high school. Of the high school graduates of last June, 
Miss Bernice Follansbee entered Keene Normal in Septem- 
ber. nad . ps nie 
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One item which has been mentioned in former reports 
relates to the water supply, by pump, in the village school. 
With the number of pupils involved constantly, about 120. 
some arrangement should be made where a “‘bubbler’”’ or 
“bubblers” can be installed for drinking purposes. That 
would involve a pressure system of some sort, one which 
could be protected against freezing. This might be an ex- 
tension of the arrangement across the street at the town 
hall. Or, if this is not practicable an electric pump and 
pressure tank, using the present water supply, could be 
installed. The present pump, in past years has an almost 
unbroken record for freeze-ups—which are almost un- 
avoidable. But that isn’t the most objectionable part of 
the matter. In cold weather water pumped into the sink 
may and often does freeze over the drain-pipe. As more is 
pumped it freezes until the sink is full and the water runs 
over and freezes on the floor. This isn’t the real item 
either. No arrangement of individual tin-cups can be satis- 
factory. And the cost of supplying daily individual drinking 
cups is quite an item over a period of time and this would 
not remove the real trouble. The one thing needed is the 
provision of some sanitary drinking arrangement—probably 
of the “bubbler” sort. Such a system properly installed 
and insulated could be protected from freezing; supply 
wash bowl and bubbler down stairs, supply the same and 
water for the lavatory upstairs and makes as sanitary drink- 
ing arrangement as is found anywhere. This would re- 
move the wet unsightly corner in the front hall, but even 
more—would remove what is practically a health menace.
